ſentment, and Cenſure of Parliament; but 
at the ſame Time, I can never be of Opi-

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nion that any Man ought to ſuffer for be- 
ing barely charged with à Crime, unleſs it

or puniſh any Man, when moſt Circum- 
ſtances concur. in his Juſtification, where 
the Preſumption is ſtronger in his Favour 
than to his Prejudice; and eſpecially where 
there is green Evidence upon Oath to ac- 
quit, and not the leaſt Pretence of any di-

poſe; I do nor at all wonder that any Man 
who has the leaſt Regard to his own'Re- 
putation, is unwilling to ſubject himſelf 
to ſuch new Methods of Juſtice: But if 
ſeven ſuch ingenious Perſons were not able 
in three Hours Examination to puzzle and 
confound an illiterate Perſon, enough to 
draw from him any thing that did in the 
leaſt affect Mr. Walpole, it will be very 
hard to make an Inference to Mr. Malpole's 
Prejudice, becauſe Mr. Mann, who is by 
no Law ſubject to their Juriſdiction, as 
having never been concerned in any * 
lick Capacity, was unwilling to be ex- 
amined again upon his Oath, after he had 
given them all the Information that he 
could, and had ſubmitted to a three Hours 
Examination the Day before. er 


I HAVE now given you the beſt Ac- 
count I am able from my Memory, and 
the ſhort Notes I took upon this Occaſion, 
of the Evidence which convinced me, that 
Mr. Walpole was neither guilty. of the 
Breach of Truſt, nor the notorious Corruption, 
which was laid to his Charge: Such Evi-

If on the contrary, bare 
Preſumption and remote Inferences drawn 
from an Information looſely and artfully 
expreſſed, and for which the Informer has 
fince been ſo well rewarded, can come in 
Competition with ſuch pofitrve Evidence 
upon Oath; whoſe Honour and Repura- 
tion, whoſe Life or Eſtate can ever-be in

WHAT a Precedent will this be for 
any future Parliament, that ſhall be in- 
clined or inſtigated by a Miniſtry to op- 
preſs any particular Member, if ſuch Evi- 
dence, as in no other Court, by no Jury, 
would be admitted to convict a 
even of Petty Larceny, ſhall be then 
thought ſufficient to deprive a Gentleman 
of his Liberty, his Seat in Parliament, 
and to brand his Name and Character 
with the infamous Mark of Corruption?
